Ontario Reduces 
Ration of Liquor 
By Fifty Per Cent 


TORONTO, May 31,—(CP)—Vic- 
tor T. Goggin, chief commissioner 
of the Liquor Control Board of On- 
tario, today announced that the 
present 26 ounces-a-month liquor 
ration in Ontario will be reduced 
fo one 25-ounce or one 26-ounce 
bottle every two months, or two 
half-bottles when’ available. The 
reduction is effective tomorrow. 

The announcement said that the 
new ration will be effective until 
the end of the board's: operating 
year—next March 31. 
said the board has no discretionary 
power in the matter because of 
Federal government liquor restric- 
tions.

The daylight operations, car- 
ried out in weather which sud- 
denly became adverse and re- 
duced Allied air activity, follow- 
ed a smashing pre-dawn raid on 
the French invasion coast by 
R.A.F, and R.C.A.F. bomber form- 
ations, which observers described 
as the heaviest ever made on the 
cross channel shore line. 

The German targets of about 
1,750 Fortresses and Liberators, to- 
gether with Allied fighters, were 
the Ruhr rail centres of Hamm, 
Osnabruck, Schwerte and Soest 
and the Luxduil airdrome near 
Mulhouse in northern France, 
while about 750 bombers attacked 
the Ploesti refineries, reporting 
hits on at least one big refinery in 
the heart of the Romanian fields 
supplying the German war ma- 

chine. , 


FIRE, DESTRUCTION 

Thundering out shortly after mid- 
night, the black winged R.A.F. and 
R.C.A.F. heavies spread fire and 
destruction across the Nazi anti- 
invasion defences between Bou- 
logne and Cape Gris Nez in a heavy 
15-minute assault that rocked the 
English coast. 

The crash of bombs and the roar 
|of German anti-aircraft fire clearly 
|were audible on the English coast 
more than a score of miles away, 
and crowds lining the Dover cliffs 
reported that the entire French 
shore blazed With the flashes of 
bursting bombs and shells. 


NO PLANES LOST 

German night fighters challenged 
the raiders, but not a sigle British 
plane was lost in the attack or in 
a supporting Mosquito raid on 
Leverkusen, a suburb of Cologne 
housing a Nazi poison gas factory. 
Other R.A.F. and R.C.A.F. aircraft 
laid mines in enemy waters. 

The new night and day bombard- 
ment followed a near record day of 
attack during which an estimated 
6,000 Allied warplanes from Britain 
and the Mediterraean dropped 
5,000 tons of high explosives and 
fire bombs on five Nazi aircraft 
factories, 10 airdromes, at least 11 
railway targets and other military 
objectives from the channel coast 
to southern Austria. 


U-Boat Stops 
Refugee Ship, 
Takes 2 Off 


PHILADELPHIA, May 31. — 
(AP) — A German submarine 
stopped the Portuguese passenger 
liner Sepa Pinto carrying refugees 
in mid-ocean last Friday, took 
two American citizens prisoners 
and threatened to torpedo the 
vessel, the Fourth Naval District 
announced today, 

The submarine crew took all 
385 passengers and crewmen off 
the vessel and then, after they 
had spent seven to nine hours in 
lifeboats, decided against tor- 
pedoing and permitted the vessel 
to continue to Philadelphia,

SAN DIEGO, Calif. May 31.— 
(AP) — Twelve naval fliers were 
killed yesterday when a fighter 
and a heavy bomber coilided over 
Palomar mountain, 65 miles north 
of here, it was announced last night. 
Four officers and eight men were 
aboard the planes. The planes fell 
200 yards apart and a resulting 
brush fire burned 12 acres. Eleven 
men were aboard the bomber and 
one in the fighter,

| Tells Committee 


‘Iisley Not Ready 
To Reveal Banks’ 
Inner Reserves 


OTTAWA, May 31 — (CP) 
—Answering G. G. McGeer 
(L.-Vancouver Burrard) Hon. 
J. L. Isley said before the 
Commons Banking Committee 
that he did not have ready to- 
day a statement on the inner 
reserves of the chartered 
banks. 

Loss experienced by the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce in grant- 
ing small loans had been slightly 
more than one-twentieth of one per 
cent, James Stewart, assistant gen- 
eral manager, told the committee. 

Only in 1,000 of the 421,000 loans 
granted in 7% years had the en- 
dorser of the loan been required to 
pay. The 421,000 loans granted total- 
led more than $68,000,000. 

The bill amending the Bank Act, 
which now is under examination. 
by the committee, has a section de- 
signed to provide for small personal 
loans with repayment on an instal 
ment basis suited to the ability of 
the borrower with a ceiling on the 
charges which may be made and 
secured only by endorsement of a 
promissory note or insurance taken 
out by the bank. 


PROFITS SAID SMALL 

Such loans may be made on a 
basis equivalent to a five per cent 
discount for a one-year loan repay- 
able in equal monthly instalments. 

Mr. Stewart said that the small 
loans business was profitable in 
a small way, with net profit run- 
ning about $13,000 on an average 
of each of the past seven years.

DUBLIN, May 31—(CP)—Prime 
Minister Eamon de Valera’s Fianna 
Fail party, seeking a fresh mandate 
from the Eire electorate, took an 
early lead today as counting of bal- 
lots in yesterday's general election 
proceeded. 

Twelve Fianna Fail members 
have been elected while two 
members of Gen. Richard Mul- 
cahy’s Fine Gael party, the prin- 
cipal oppositon group, have been 
returned along with two Inde- 
pendents. 

While counting of ballots began 
today, the outcome of the election, 
second within a year in neutral 
Eire, will not be known until Fri- 
day or Saturday as Eire follows the 
proportional representation system 
of voting.

He has been a soldier for 
nearly 31 years, and served for five 
years in the last war with the Lord 
Strathcona’s Horse (Royal Canad- 
ians) and the 7th Battalion, C.E.F, 
He was wounded three times. 

Returning to Canada in 1919 he 
was stationed in Calgary with the 
L.S.H. (R.C.), and for many years 
was squadron sergeant major in- 
structor of that unit. 

When the Currie training school 
was established in 1940, he was 
commissioned as assistant adjutant 
and later was appointed chief in- 
structor at the centre.

THE ROYAL BANK OF CANADA 
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Witnesses Tell 
Of Fatal Fight 


In Hotel Room 


VANCOUVER, May 31—(CP)— 
Testifying from a stretcher, Al- 
bert James Rea of Vancouver, 
told in court yesterday of his part 
in a struggle in a downtown hotel 
suite here April 1 which ended in 
the fatal shooting of Wellington 
Wallace and a subsequent mur- 
der charge against Albert Barilla, 
25, of Vancouver. 

Rea, who suffered severe internal 
injuries in a 40-foot fall from high- 
tension wires outside the hotel- 
suite window, said Barilla fired 
three shots into the floor to stress 
his point in an argument. 

Rea left the room and returned 
shortly with several others, includ- 
ing Wallace. When they entered 
the death suite, everyone in the 
room was fighting, Rea said. 
WOMAN TESTIFIES 

Fleurette Williams, Joseph Mar- 
tin's common-law wife, told of the 
argument preceding the shooting 
in which she said she demanded 
Martin let her go out more. 

“I was kept pretty well strictly 
under observation,” she remarked. 

Barilla interfered in the argu- 
ment, she said, taking Martin's side. 


“He fired three shots into the 


floor to emphasize what he told | 


me,” she said,

At this point, two or three people 


burst into the room, Miss Williams 
told the court. 

“I heard two more shots from 
room 109, I stayed in 108 to collect 
my feelings, then I went into the 
other room where Barilla lay on his 
back on the floor. Wellington Wal- 
lace was standing at the end of the 
table hands by his sides, I noticed 
a gash on Barilla’s head.” 


HIT ON HEAD 

Joseph Martin testified he was 
hit on the head by a blackjack in 
the course of the fight. ; 

“I saw a knife in Fleurette’s hand 
before I started scrapping with 
Rea,” he said. “I took it away from 
her.” 

Ruth Mabel Pratt testified she 
lived in room 309 of the hotel with 
Barilla and that she saw the ac- 
cused lying on the floor with a 
gash in his head. 

Edward Willis Ferguson testified 
he saw someone hit Wallace on the) 
head with a clock. 

“The clock was staring me in the 
face for a couple of seconds,” he 
said. “I did not hear a gunshot.” 

The case is continuing. 


Canadians Batter 
Invasion Targets 


LONDON, May 31.—(CP)—Cana- 
dian units of the British 2nd Tact- 
ical Air Force, sharing in the pre- 
invasion pounding of key military 
targets, battered bridges, wireless 
stations and other objectives in 
France, Belgium and the Nether- 
lands yesterday. 

The force's rocket-carrying and 
bomb-carrying Typhoons demolish- 
ed military buildings southeast of 
Boulogne, a barracks near Dieppe 
and a large wireless station near 
Ault.

Convoy Escort Destroys U-Boat 


OTTAWA, May 31—(CP)—The 
marked turn of fortunes in the 
battle of the Atlantic was em- 
Phasized in a naval release today 
describing a successful attack by 
six warships on a Nazi U-boat, 
prowling on the flank of a fat 
convoy. It was only by a fluke the 
U-boat’s presence was spotted, 
The Canadian destroyer Gatineau

regardless of what may happen to others. 

Not many months ago Mr. Coldwell was 
predicting that spring would bring unem- 
ployment in Canada, on a scale large 
enough to be bothersome, That was to be 
the proof of his contention that private 
enterprise cannot be depended on to absorb 
labor no longer required in government 
owned or sponsored establishments. 

The situation is exactly the reverse. 
If fewer are being employed in government 
plants, private enterprise has evidently 
taken up the slack, and the difficulty is not 
to find jobs enough to go round but to 
keep even essential industries going at full 
blast. This may or may not be pleasing to 
the C.C.F. prophet. It is certainly good 
news for the public. 


The Quota Lifted 


The quota restriction has been removed, 
and farmers may haul the balance of their 
1943 wheat to the elevators as fast as they 
want to. While lifting of the restriction has 
been expected, it is none the less welcome. 

Farmers will thus be able to turn the 
balance of last year’s wheat crop into cash 
at the time of year when farm income is 
at low ebb, and when they are also receiv- 
ing cheques for their participation certifi- 
cates in respect of the crops of the two 
preceding years. This wheat money will 
help to carry the farmers through the off- 
season and to finance harvesting opera- 
tions, The general effect in stimulating 
summer business in the towns and cities 
will be important. 

There is a fair prospect that the crop 
of the present year will not have to tbe 
placed under a delivery quota. On that 
point there can be no certainty at present, 
but there is ground for hope that restric- 
tions will not again be necessary when 
threshing-time arrives. The export move- 
ment of wheat continues strong, and the 
demand abroad must grow as hungry na- 
tions are liberated from their exploiters. 

How rapidly the liberating can be 
accomplished will determine whether the 
crop of the present year can be marketed 
under the normal conditions of unre- 
stricted delivery. At best the subject peo- 
ples in Europe can reap only a fraction of 
the produce of their fields this year, for 
what the retreating enemy does not carry 
off will be largely destroyed by the move- 
ments of armies. There is a chance there- 
fore that the western farmers have seen 
the last of delivery quotas.

Knocking Them Out 


For many months the luftwaffe has been 
losing fighter planes faster than the fac- 
tories could turn out new ones, This is the 
stated opinion of the Allied air chiefs in 
London, 

Outside a very small group of Nazi pro- 
duction officials there are no men so well 
situated to know the facts. And what the 
directors of the air attacks say they must 
say in the light of a terrible responsibility. 
To exaggerate the success of the bombing 
attacks or to merely guess what has been 
accomplished, would risk sending great 
numbers of men into unsuspected danger 
when the invasion hour arrives, The state- 
ment must be supposed to be based on a 
careful compilation of facts, with full al- 
lowance for doubtful reports and errors. 

This calculation does not mean that the 
enemy force is negligible, or has been re- 
duced to ineffective proportions. What it 
does mean is that the luftwaffe has been 
losing numerical strength at a time when 
the Allied air power is growing rapidly 
despite all losses. This while Herr Goering 
has been saving his planes, has in fact re- 
fused to risk them in the defence of any- 
thing less important than vital war plants, 

There is assurance therefore that when- 
ever the invasion troops push off from 
Britain they will do so under a ceiling of 
protective aircraft more powerful than any 
fleet that can be sent against them, And 
since the luftwaffe has been losing planes 
on balance even when it was tying to save 
them, there is reason to hope also that it 
will speedily be knocked out completely 
when the time comes that it must send up 
everything that can fly to resist an all-out 
three dimension assault on the Hitler 
fortress, 
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Dual-Control Fails 


Hitherto the maximum old age pension 
of $300 per year could only be obtained if 
the pensioner did not receive income from 
other sources amounting to more than $65. 
The most that a pensioner could receive 


This is a small scale picture of the | 
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from all sources under the Dominion reg- 
ulations was $365. This is to be raised to 
$425. The maximum pension payable re- 
mains the same, but there will be no reduc- 
tion unless the pensioner earns or receives 
from other sources more than $125 in the 
year, 

This is far less than pensioners have 
been asking for, and far less than they 


should get. At the minimum they should, 


receive $40 a month pension money, with 
no questions asked about what they may 
be able to earn-or may draw from other 
sources. 

In making the announcement Mr. Ilsley 
said the increase in the pensioner’s allow- 
able income had been decided in consulta- 
tion with the provincial governments. He 
added that if the provinces could agree to 
lower the eligible pension age from 70 
years to 65, the Dominion would consider 
making that change. 

This is further evidence that the Do- 
minion-provincial arrangement is not 
working satisfactorily. The provinces are 
not unanimous either as to the amount of 
pension that should be paid, or as to the 
age at which pensions should begin. There 
is not much hope that they ever will be 
unanimous on these points, for the present 
system has been in operation for upwards 
of 20 years. 

That is long enough to subject the 
needy aged to the uncertainties of a bi- 
lateral arrangement. The Dominion should 
take over the old age pension system en- 
tirely, make it a national obligation, and 
put parliament in position to say what 
pension payments shall be and at what age 
they are to be obtainable,

March 4, 1933, he issued the most 
scathing denunciation of the opera- 
tions of privileged money since the 
time of Abraham Lincoln. Mr. Me- 
Geer quotes it in his book and 
adds: 

“In spite of the fact that Hoover 
and Roosevelt have condemned the 
private money system, money 
power still rules in the Land of 
Liberty.” 

Vested interests, in the United 
States, have been more powerful 
than political democracy. 


Expectations 


Mr. McGeer in 1935 had served 
ably and inspirationally as mayor 
of Vancouver and in the British 


Columbia provincial legislature. He 
went to Ottawa expecting to accom- 
plish more. 

For in the Canadian parliament, 
while leader of the Liberal opposi- 
tion, in 1934, Mr. Mackenzie King 
spoke like a monetary reformer 
when he said: 

“Once a nation parts with the 
control of its currency and credit 
it matters not who makes the na- 
tion’s laws. Usury once in control 
will wreck any nation. Until the 
control of the issue of currency and 
credit is restored to government 
and recognized as its most con-

Wheat Seeding is Completed Throughout Alberta 


Ceremony Marks Observance of U.S. Memorial Day 


Rain Delays Sowing Coarse 
Grains in Some Sections; 


Potato Crop To Be Reduced 


All wheat, 80 per cent of oats and 40 per cent of barley 
has now been sown in the Edmonton district, according to 
a crop report issued Wednesday by Hon. D. Bruce MacMillan, 
minister of agriculture. While pastures and crops are in good 
condition, rain has delayed the seeding of coarse grains. 
Indications point to a 10 per cent reduction in potato acreage, 
and a slight decrease in plantings of forage crops. 


; Generally throughout Alberta, 
I Saw Today 


rainfall in the last two weeks has 
made crop prospects much more 
favorable. A shortage of moisture 
is still reported from certain 
areas, notable in the Peace River 
area, and in the south. 

In Southern Alberta, germination 


has been reported as uneven, and 
as a result of delay in seeding of 
wheat due to drought, it is now ex- 
pected the acreage sown to wheat 
in this area will be somewhat re- 
duced. 


LITTLE DAMAGE 


Little damage has been reported 
generally, with the exception of 
drought conditions and some soil 
drifting in the south. Livestock is in 
fair condition, and an improvement 
in pastures due to more favorable 
weather will improve this situation. 


In the field crops branch, seeding 
is reported to be near completion. 
A general survey of crops shows 


cent; oats, 85 per cent, barley 70 per 
cent, and flax, 70 per cent. 


Intentions to plant indicate a five 
per cent decrease in acreage to be 
sown to forage crops. Potato acre- 
age generally will be about the 
same as in 1943, and acreage to be 
summerfallowed will be cut down 
by about 10 per cent. 

Livestock is reported to be in 
fair to good condition. In the 
south, reports have been received 
in Edmonton of cattle that appar- 
ently wintered satisfactorily, and 
then failed rapidly in spite of 
adequate feed, 

This condition was not geeral, 
Mr. MacMillan noted, and was con- 
fined chiefly to breeding stock. 

Dairy production continues at a 
high level, with butterfat receipts 
at creameries pointing to a slight 
increase over the same period of 
last year.

Poultry Prices 
Are Protested; 
Rap Inspectors 


OTTAWA, May 31—(C P)— 

Farmers selling poultry were 

“robbed” because of Prices Board 

inspector and “inflexible” regu- 
lations which were laid down by 

“white collared boys who were 

never in the poultry business,” op- 

position members said yesterday 
in the Commons. 

With a finance department ap- 
propriation of $15,600,000 for Prices 
Board administration before it, the 
house debated board regulations 
throughout the afternoon. 

G. J. Tustin (P.C,, Prince Ed- 
ward-Lennox) said that when un- 
graded poultry was sold at a poul- 
try fair at Napanee, Ont., Prices 
Board inspectors prevented farm- 
ers receiving higher prices for bet- 
ter quality birds. 


FARMERS “ROBBED” 


“My contention is that the farm- 
ers were robbed of from seven to 
eight cents a pound, due to the way 
in which the Prices Board handled 
the situation,” he sand. 

Douglas Abbott, parliamentary 
assistant to Finance Minister Iis- 
ley, said that before Christmas 
last year there was a tendency on 
the part of some buyers to push 
up prices “Without too much re- 
gard for the price ceiling” and 
the enforcement division was in- 
structed to keep on the watch for 
such activities. 


Ceilings on the producer, whole- 
sale and retail prices of poultry 
were maintained. The board had 
nothing to do with establishing the 
grades of dressed poultry. 

Hon. R. B. Hanson (P.C.-York- 
Sunbury) said “white collared 
boys” in Ottawa laid down regula- 
tions covering the poultry business 
without knowing how they would 
affect the producer and consumer. 
ARMY OF INSPECTORS 

Opening the discussion of prices 
board regulations, Mr. Tustin said) 
that practically an “army” of board 
inspectors appeared at the Napanee 
poultry fair last December. | 

Their operations had resulted in! 
farmers receiving less for fresh 
poultry than they should, he said. 

The Inspectors placed black- 

boards on the market square say- 
ing what ceiling prices should be 
paid. The poultry had not been 
graded and the producers were 
forced to sell at the ungraded 
price. 

Mr. Tustin said he believed it was 
unfair that there should be a spread 
of some 13 cents a pound between 
the price paid to producers and that 
paid by the consumer. 

Answering William Bryce (C.C.F.-| 
Selkirk), Mr. Abbott said the grad- 
ing of poultry was undertaken by 
the agriculture department, not the 
prices board. 


NO PROTECTION 

Mr. Bryce said there was no pro- 
tection against a grade being raised | 
after poultry was purchased from 
the farmer. 


Mr. Abbott said that raising a 
grade was a serious offence. 

“Ungraded poultry represents a 
happy hunting ground for private 
enterprise,” said Mr. Bryce.
